Approximately 150 professionals and consum- 
ers from throughout the agency’s 23 county service area 
attended the event. 

Attendees experienced the latest equipment 
available for people with vision impairments. Vendors 
weohte available for hands-on individual training on one of many low vision products featured at The Sight Center’s 
items. Seven vendors (who represented all the Technology Fair. 
major suppliers of high tech low vision and blindness products) from across Ohio and Michigan demon- 
strated their products and services.

At the rapid pace which technology advances it is often difficult for clients to keep up. There are | 


few local resources for clients to turn to for information and support. However, The Sight Center filled the 
void with this event and is currently planning a similar event for next year. 
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i at Medical College Hospital can 
now receive the latest news and information right 
in their rooms without having to read a newspa- 
per or watch television news. A unique service 
can keep patients up to date on local and na- 
tional current events. 

SCAN, also known as The Sight Center 
Audio Network, is now available on MCH’s Chan- 
nel 35. 

SCAN is a radio reading service that 
brings various newspapers, books and maga- 
zines to people who are visually impaired or print 
handicapped. In addition to MCH people who are 
visually impaired can hear SCAN on the second 
audio programs (SAP) of WBGU, Channel 27, 
Bowling Green or WGTE, Channel 30, Toledo. 

The partnership between MCH and The 
Sight Center provides additional access to 
printed information for the entire community -- not

SCAN volunteers read various 
newspapers and magazines seven days a 
week, 


SCAN’s usefulness not only to persons who are vi- 
sually impaired, but also to persons who are tempo- 
rarily print handicapped because of an illness. 

MCH is the first hospital in northwest Ohio to 
carry this service. 

SCAN’s MCH debut comes at a time when 
the service has extended its broadcast to include local 
weekend programming. 

A recent grant from the Toledo Community 
Foundation helped make local weekend program- 
ming a reality. Previously, SCAN listeners heard pro- 
gramming from another Ohio radio reading service 
on weekends. SCAN now broadcasts seven days a 
week from 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

Along with the implementa- 
tion of weekend programming, 
SCAN has also expanded with 30 
new volunteers who will rotate the 
reading schedule with three sea- 
soned “anchor” readers.

QO: What is Glaucoma? 


A: Glaucoma is an eye disease 
in which the passages that allow fluid 
in the eye to drain become clogged 
or blocked. This results in the 
amount of fluid in the eye building up 
and causing increased pressure in- 
side the eye. The increased pres- 
sure damages the optic nerve which 
connects the eye to the brain. The 
optic nerve carries visual information 
to the brain. A damaged optic nerve 
results in less information sent to the 
brain and a loss of vision. 


What causes 
Glaucoma? 


A: The exact cause of glaucoma 
is unknown and currently, it cannot be 
prevented. It is one of the leading 
causes of blindness in the United 
States. If the disease is detected 
early enough and treated promptly, 
glaucoma can be controlled with little 
or no further vision loss. That's why 
a glaucoma test is vital to good vi- 
sion.
